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the ancients wouldnot hane them called Catholikes which de-

Tz name of Catholihe doth not ſimply fgnifie faith but al. 


ſoa commanion with the Catbolike (hurch, Therefore 


arted from the communion of the Charcb, albeit they retained 
the ſame faith. For they ſaid,there was but one Church ( atho- 
like, ont of Which a man might haue the faith and Sacraments; 
but ſaluation bee could not hane.. To this purpoſe youbring | 
many things out of S.e Auguſtine.

O belecue the Catholike Church, and to belecue the 

communion of Saints, are ſet downe in the Apoſitles | 
Creed diſtinly,as two divers things. Andthe former of 
theſe ewoarticles ſeemes to be inſerted eſpecially,tothe end 
that a difference might bee made betwixt the Iewiſh Syna- 
gogue, and the Chriſtian Church, Which was not tobee 
confined within the bounds of one nation, as that was, but 
tobe ſcattered farreand wide thorow all the regions ofthe | 
world. Wherefore there is no manifeſt reaſon, why inthe 
beginning of this obſeruation- the name of Catholike 
ſhould be ſaid to fignifie communion. Indeed theſe two are 
very necre ioyned, but they are two divers things, as I 
haueſhewed. Now his Maieftic belceues vnfainedlie, that 
there is but one Church of God, truly,and in name Catho- | 
like, or vniverſall, diffuſed ouer the whole world, out of 
which he affirmeth alſo that no ſaluation is to be hoped for, 
Hee condemneth, and deteſteth thoſe which either Jong 
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the Catholike Church,and ſo become heretikes,as the Ma- 
nichies,or from communion,and ſo haue become ſchiſma- 
tikes, as the Donatiſts : againſt which two ſorts of men 
chiefly al thoſe things were written by S. Augs»/ſtine,which 
are brought in this obſeruation, Likewiſe his Maieftic | 
| commends the wiſedome of thoſe godly Biſhops, whichin 
the fourth Councell of Carthage, asis here well obſerved, 
did adde vnto the forme of examination of Biſhops, an in- | 
terrogation concerning this point. Neither is the King ig- 
 norant, that y fathers of the ancient Church did oftentimes 
many things by way of condeſcent, probonopacis,as they yied 
to ſay,thatis,for defire of :maintaining vnitie, and for we 


of breaking mutuall communion. Whoſe examplehe pro. | 


feſſeth himſelfe readie alſo tudiouſly to imitate, and to tol- 
| low in the ſteps of thoſe that follow after peace, ad aras 
v/q,, to the altars,that is,as farre as he may(conlidering the | 
ſtate ofthe Church in theſe daies)with the lafetic ofa good | 
| conſcience, For hee is as much gricued as any man, for 
the diſtration ofthe membersof the Church,ſo much ab- 
horred by the holy Fathers: and as earneſtly defireth to 
communicatefit were poſſible, with all that are members 


of the myſtical! bodice of our Lord Iefus Chriſt, Neverthe. 


leſſe, his Maieſtic thinketh that he hath moſt iuft cauſe ro | 


| diſſent from thoſe, which ſimply, without any diſtinRion, 
 orexception,doe perpetually vrge this communion, He ac- 
knowledgeth itcobe yery neceſſaric,and one of the proper 
notes of the Church : yet doth not accountit for the true 
forme of the Church, and that which the Philoſopher calls 
the efſentiall being. His Maicftic hath learned by his rea- 
dingof the holic Scriptures (according to the minde of all 
ancient fathers ) that the true and cflentiall forme of the 
Church is this, that the ſheepe of Chriſt heare the voyce of 
their ſhepheard, and that the Sacraments be els and 

lawfully adminiftred, namely as the Apoſiles hauc given 
example, and thoſe which followed ncere to the Apoſiles 
times. Thoſe Churches which are thus infticuted, they mult 
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They are vnited in Chriſt their head, who isthe fountaine 
of life, whereby all live, whom the Father hath choſen to be 
redeemed by his precious blood, and to be rewatded with 
 eternall life, They are vnited in the vnion of faith, and do- 
| rine, in ſuch chiefe points as are neceffarie to ſalvation. | 
| For there is but one ſauing doErtine, there is but one way 
to heaven. They are vnired in conjunion of mindes in 
| true charitie,anhd the duties of charitie,eſpecially of mucuall 
| prayers. Laſtly, they are vnited in the communion of one 
| hope,and expeQation of promiſed inheritance ; knowing, 
; that before the foundations of the world they were prede- 
| tinare (I ſpeake of the cleR) ro be fellow heires, and of 
| the ſame bodie, and partakers of the promiſe of God in 
 Chrift through the Goſpell,as faith the divine Apottle. Yet 
his Maicſtie addes further, that the ſame Church, notwith- 
tanding if any member thereof depart from the rule of 
faith, will more eſteeme of the loue of truth, then the loue 
of vnitie. He knowes that the ſupreme lawe 1n the houſe 
of God is the finceritie of celeftiall dotrine : which if any 
man forſake, he forlakes Chriſt which is Truth it ſelfe : hee 
forſakes the Church, which is the pillar and eftabliſhmenr 
| of truth, and by this meanes ceaſeth to ine vnto the 
body of Chriſt, With ſuch Apgſtaraes,atruc Catholike nei- 
ther will nor can communicate : for what concent betwixt 
Chriſt and Belial ? Wherefore the Church will flie from 
communion with theſe,and wil fay with Greg Nazianzen, 
that diſagreement for godlimeſſe us better then ill affeted con- 
cord. Neither will he doubr,if need be,to ſay with the fame 
blefled father, that there as a holy contention, Now that 
ſuch a neceffaric ſeparation ſhould ſometimes be in the 
Church,both wee are taughtin other of holie Scri 
ture,and that admonition alſo of the holie Ghoſt,not with- 
out cauſe giver to the Church, doth openly declare : ſay- 
ing,Goe outof Babylon,my You COMMUNICaLe 
with her finnes, What chat Babylon is, whereour the peo» 
ple of God are commanded to depart,the King diſputes not 
| inthis place, nor aftiemcs hee any thing concerning it: yet

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| orfromcommunion with the ſame Church, Which thing | 
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thus much the matter itſelfe doth plainly ſhew, that whe- 4: 
ther ſome priuate Church be vnderſtood in that place by | | 
the name of Babylon, or the greater part of the whole, ir 
was before this a true Church, with which the religious 
mightreligiouſly communicate : but after it was more des- | 
20A" religious are commanded to goe out, and to | 

reake off communion, Whereby it may be eafilie vnder- | 
Rood, that not all communion with thoſe that be called 
Chriſtians is to bee defired of the faithfull, but that only | 
which may ſtand with the integritic of doctrine reuealed 
from heauen. Now,to come neerer to the purpoſe, his Ma- | 
icſtie denies thoſe places of S. Auguſtine to belong at all to | | 
him, For he affirmes that all thoſe teſtimonies doe evince | 
this only; that there remaines no token of faluation for | 
them which depart from the faith of the Catholike Church, 


(as I ſaid before) the King willingly grants, But here his ' 
Maieſtie deſires of you(moſt illuſtrious Cardinall) that you 
would call to minde, and perpend, what great difference | 
there is betwixt the times of $, Auguſtine,and theſe of ours, | 
How much the Church now called Catholike difters from 
the ancient ; how the face of the Church is changed, and ! | 
the outward forme,to ſay nothing of the inward. For then | 
the Church Cathelike was like a citie ſeated ypon an hill, warh.s.14 | 
which,as Chriſt faith,cannort be hid, knowne to all, conſpi- 
cuous and certaine, whereof no ſound minde could make | 
queſtion, Which was not (as the fooliſh Donatiſts prated) | 
lying Iknow not whete,in the South, driven into ſome cor- | 
ner of the world, but diffuſed farre and wide thorow the 
whole carth flouriſhing vnder the Emperours, whoſe do- 
minion extended from the Eaſt to the Weſt, and from | 
North to South, You might ſee the Biſhops of the Eaſt | 
and Wet daily communicating, and when need required | 

aſſiſting one another. For that which is written in the Con- | 
ſicutions of Clement, that the Catholike Church is the 4 xa 


charge of all the Biſhops, and by that meanes that cuery = | 


one is an Qccymenicall Biſhop, we wander now when we "_— 
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reade it, neither can wee beleeve it, which then daily pra» 
iſe did ſhew to be molt true, and may eafily be demonftra- 
ted out of hiſtorieby infinitexaryples, There were then al- 
ſo in frequent vie {:rere formar.r, that is, demiſfarie or teſti. 
moniall letters; by commerce whereof, and as it were by 
tokens, communion was held amongſt the members of 
the Church, alchough farre remoued by diſtance of place. 
Furthermore, when it ſtood in neede, they had Councels 
truly Oecumenicall, not, as fince we haue ſeene ; Oecume- 
| nicall in name only,but indeed affembled out of ſome Pro-

:andin the faire view ofall, which no man could chuſe but 


| fazaller? that man as ſoone as it wes knowne, was held to 


| him, Wherefore ſuch a fteaJe-truth being once diſcovered, 
_ | all the ſhepheards of the-whole world, if need'was, were | 


| uinces of Europe, Andin thoſe ancient timesthis was the 
| falteft bond, whereby-all the members of the Catholike 

Church were knittogether in the ioynture of one bodie 
| which bodie was for that cauſe very eminent, conſpicuous, 


| know, There was one faith, one ſtate,one body Catholike, 
frequent mutuall viftation, wonderfull conſent of all the 
members, a wonderfull ſymparhie, Was any man lapſed |. 
by herehie , or {chiſme trom the communion of any one | 
Church : I ipeake not of any one of the chiefe, which were | 
the ſeates of the foure Patriarchs : but of any one much 


be excluded from the communion of the whole Catholike | 
Church, For whereas wee meete- with ſome cxamples ob- 
ſerved tothe contrarie, that was not right, but vſurpation, 
| Was any man bold ro corrupt the truth a little, by being of } 
another opinion ?it-waseahe cuen for a child to deprehend 


— 


raiſed, and were never quiet vntill they had rooted out this 
 euill, and prouided forthe ſecuritie of Chriſts ſheepe, By 
theſe fignes and mapkes the Church at that time was con- 
[picuous : but this happinefle continued not many ages. 
For,after that the Empire was overturned,and the forme of 
che Common-wealth akered, there ſprung vp many new 
ltates, differing as well in manners and language, asin ore 
dinances,and lawes. Then vpon the diftration of the Em- 
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pire followed/the di{trattion of the Cathohike Church: 
and by little and little all thoſe things ceaſed, which had 
| been before of ſingular yſe for the preſeruation of vnion 
and communion-in the outward Catholike bodie of the 
| Church. From that time the Catholike Church hath not 
ceaſed to be, for it ſhall continue ever, neither ſhall the 
gates of hell at anytime prevaile againſt it, ſeeing it is 
tounded vpon Chriſt the true rock, and vpon the faith of | 
| Peter and the reſt of the Apoſtles; but it began to be leſſe 
manife(t, being divided into many parts, which,as touch- 
ing externall communion, were quite ſeparated from one 
another. Then (which is chiefly ro be lamented)it came to 
paſſe by this diſſipation, that there was leſſe (irengrth in the 


mankind, who is readie at al times, as our Saujour teacheth, 
to ſcatter tares amongſt the good ſeede. And conſidering, 
in thele times wee ſee with owr eyes thatthis is come to 
paſſe,andir is ſo grofſe that wee may almoſt grope it with 
ourhands, it is ridiculous, and moſt abſurd to diſpute-whe- 
ther this thing could heretofore: happen, or hath nowhap- 
| pened, Therefore the Church of Rome, the Greek Church, 
the Church of Antioch, and of Agypt, the Abyſline, the 
Moſchonite and many others,are members much excelling 
each other in finceritie of do&rine, and faith : yetallmem- 
bers of the-Cathohike Church, whoſe ioynture, in regard of 
the outward forme was long ſince broken. For which cauſe 
| his Maicſtie doth much wonder, when hee conſiders how 
{ ſome Churches, which heretofore were but members of 
| the bodie once entire,doe now ingrofle all the right of the 
| whole, and appropriate tothemſclues the name of Catho- 
like : excluding from their communion , and affirming 
boldly, that they belong nor to the Catholike Church, 
w uer doe diflent from them in anyching,or reſule 
the yoke of their bondage, Neither do you only challenge 
to-your (clues this right : there are others that do the ſame, 
| For, (bis Maieſtic ſpeakes it with priefe) there are at this | 
| day many private Churches, which _ that they onely

mveH\ une | ke ſhadowes? It is true, indeed, that in cuery age there

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are the people peculiar, which they call the Church, Giue 
them that (trength which the Church of Rome hath, and 
they ſhall doe the ſame with her, and pronounce of all 0- 
thers as hardly as ſhe doth, What ſhall wee ſay? are there 
not (undrie ſes now adaies, which are certainly periwa- 
ded that they only haue inſight into the Scriptures,and, (as

were conuenticles of ſe&taries, and d;ſemblies, which did 
| boaſt themſelues of the Catholike Church,and by this pro- 
' vocation did allure many vnto them : but it is the peculiar 
| and famous calamitie of theſe latter times, that the Catho- 
| like Church, vnto which of neceſſitie a man muſt adhere, 
cither really,and atually,orat the leaft in will, and vow, is 
become lefle manifeſt then it was of old, lefle expoſed to 
the eyes of men, more queſtionable and doubtfull. For 
which cauſe his excellent Maieſtie thinketh that he ought 
| morecarefullyin ſuch adeluge of variable opinions to be- 
take himſclfe to the mountaines of the ſacred Scripture: 
and as S.« Awugx/tme gaue counſell ro the Donatiſts to ſeeke 
the Church of Chriſt in the words of Chriſt. And ſo S.Chry- 
| ſoſtome, both elſewhere, and of purpoſe in his 33. Homilic 
 ypon the Acts of the Apoſtles, handling the queſtion, How 
' the true Church might be diſcerned amongit many Societies 
which challenge to themſelnes that name : teacheth that there 
| berwomeanes of deciding that queſtion : firſt, the word of 
' Goa, and ſecondly, antiquitie of dotrine, not invented by 
any new author, but alwaies knowne from thebirth, and 
| beginning of the Church. Theſe two trials the King, and 
Churchof England embracing, doe auouch that they ac- 
knowledge that doctrine onely for true, and neceſſarie to 
laluation , which flowing from the fountaine of facred 
Scripture,through the conſent of the ancient Church, as it 
were a conduit hath been derived vnto theſe times. Where- 
fore to make an end of this obſeraation, his Maicſtic an- 
ſ{weres;that it is faultie many waies, and cannot and with 
the hypotheſis propounded, Becauſe (faith he) the Church

of the old,according to the beſt forme : and in their iudge- 
ment that is beſt which was delivered by the Apoliles to 
the Primitiue Church, and hath continued in the ages next 
enſuing. His Maieſtic grants, that his Church hath depar- 
ted from many points of that dotrine,and diſcipline which 


| the Pope of Rome now fiifly defendeth : but they doe not 
thinke this tobe a reuolting from the Catholike Church, 


bur rather a returning to the ancient Catholike faith, 
which in the Romane Church by new deuices hath been 


manifoldly, and ſtrangely deformed ; and ſoa converſion | 


to Chrift the ſole Maſter of his Church. Wherefore if any 
man grounding vpon the doctrine of this obſernetion, will 
inferre from it, that the Church of England, becaulc itre- 
ies ſome ordinances of the Romane, hath therefore de- 


parred from the ancient Catholike Church : his Maieftie | 


will-gzor grant him this,vncill he prooue by ſound reaſons, 
that all things taught by chem of Rome, eſpecially thoſe 
which they will haue to be beleeued as neceflarie to fal- 
uation,were allowed of from the beginning,and cftabliſh- 
ed by the ancient Catholike Church, Now, that no man

$277. | learned and godly men,for theſe fiue hundred yeeres at the 
leaſt, haue wiſhed the reformation of the Church,both in 
the head, and members. What grieuous complaints haue 
been often heard of worthie Kings and Princes, lamenting 
the eſtate of the Church in their times? But what auailed 
it ? forvnto this day we ſce not any one thing amended of 
all choſe which were thought moſt needfull of reforma- 
tion, Wherefore the Church of England in this ſeparation 
feareth not any fellowſhip with the Donatiſts,if the matter ; 
be debated by ingenuous men. They willingly and with- 
out cauſe ![eft the Catholike Church, which at that time 
the conſent of all nations did approue, whoſe doQtine or | 
diſcipiine they could not blame : but England beingen- | 
forced by great neceſlitic, ſeparated her ſelfe from that 
Cherch, which innumerable Chriſtian people did not 
grant to be the true Catholike, and vniuerſall Church :nay 
| more, which many of your owne writers hauc heretofore 
ingenuouſly confeſſed to haue varied much from the an- 
cient Church in matters of faith, and diſcipline; to have | 
patched many new things tothe old, and euill to the good: | 
which indeed, is now better knowne to the yniucrſall 
world, then that any man can denie,or be ignorant of ir, 
| ' | Furthermore, the Church of England for ſome ages paſt 
had felt the yoke of the Romane ſeruitude ſo crucl}, being | 
afflited with their often new yexations, and incredible ex- 
ations, that if there were no other cauſe, yet that alone 
might ſuffice before equall iudges to free them from the 
ſuſpicion of ſchiſme,and as S. Awgwſtine ſpeakes ofthe Do- 
natiſts, inique diſciſſtoms, of an vniuſt rent, or diſtration 
from che Church. For the Engliſh did not depart frombro- 
therly charitie ypon a humour, as the Donatiſtsdid,nor,as 
the tenne tribes of the Iewes, for feare of imminent euill ; 


but afcer the patience of many ages, after vnſ] Pn mi- 
cries, 
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ſeries, at length they withdrew their necks, and ſhaked off 
the intollerable burthen , which neither were they able | 
longer, nor would their conſcience ſuffer them to beare. | 
Beſides this,the ancient Church, to the end that ſhe might | 
draw the reſraQtaric Donatiſts tro communion, was wont | 
with admirable charitie to provide for the temporall | 
commodities of the Biſhops, and others that were reconci- 

led: but the Church of Rome(being defrous of amitie with 

England) what doth ſhe ? firſt, thunders out her Buls, then

B Eſides thoſe that are neceſſarie to ſaluation,there are tWvo 
kind of things,which the ancient (hurch beleened : where- | 
of one 15 ,things profs table to ſaluation,the other things lawfull, | 
and not repugnant to the ſame, Therefore if a man will embrace 
the faith of the ancients, he mu#t alſo embrace thoſe things,and | 
eſt ceme them as the ancient Church did.

_— things which were held by the holy Fathers, as | 


not abſolutely neceffarie to ſaluation; but only profi- |

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table,or la -full,they ought to be eſteemed little more then 


 ind:;Forenr, For the vie of them being as things not {mplie 


nec Hlaric,in the beginning was free, In ſuch things there- 
forcto deuiſc any necefiitie at all, it ſeemes voinlt: for by 
and by there will follow a necefhtic of v{ing them : as wee 
fee it 1s come to paſſe in the Church of Rome : which ob- 
ſerues at this day many things as fimplie neceſlarie to the 
integritic of faith,which the ancient Church ſcarce knew, 
much lefle ved as matters of neceſſtie, I willalleage foure 
examples of many. It is manitcR that in the primitive 
Church confeſſion of fnnes was viced, but farre otherwaies 
chen now, For, that auricular confeſſion in that manner 
which you haue it was in vic in the primitive ages, I chink, 
n0 man will affirme, His Maieſtie grants that the Fathers 
which did firſt ordaine it, had their reaſons why they 
thought that ſuch manner of confeflion would further the 
eaſier artZining vnto ſaluation : but they held it not for a 
thing necefſarie abſolutely, much lefle for a Sacrament : or 
2t leaſt not all the Fathers thought ſo. For as touching S. 

Chry/oſtome, it is plaine that hee requirednot of his people 
 abricular confeon. But the matter is now come tothat 
 pefle, that there is little lefle attributed to this confeſſion, 


then to the precious blood of Chriſt, whereby wee are re-| 


 dcemed : the abſolute necefſitic thereof is fo preciſely vr- 
 ged, Whence by little grew vp that doQtrine inthe Church 


| of Rome, of not difclofing the ſecret of confeſſion vpon 


| a0 y occafion ſocuer, For, becauſe they beleeued that it was 
impoſſible without this confeſſion to attaine vnto the ha- 
ucn of ſalvation, therefore they thought it neceſlarie to re- 


| mouc all inpediments that might hinderit, Wherefore in 


tirne this doctrine hath proceeded lo farre, that now to

itvnknowne vnto his Maieſtie, Neither is there any doubr 
but that this cuſtome ſprung from a vehement affeCtion of 
charitie, Likewiſe the ancient Church hereby gaue refti- 
monie of the reſurreion ro come. This cuſtome,alchough 
the Church of England condemneth nor in the firſt ages, 
yet ſhe thinketh not good to retaine it now for divers and 
wei m_ cauſes, ſome whereof I will rouch heere. Firſt, be- | 
| cauſe ſhe is verely perſwaded that withour any precept of | 
| Chriſt, the ſupreme Lawgiver of his Church, this cuſtome 
was introducted,neither could the contrarie hitherto bee 
demonſtrated by any of your Doctors, Wherfore,although 
his Maieſty doth not take vpon him,as he hath proteſted in 
his Monitorie epiſtle, ro condemne an ordinance which is 
approued by y practiſe of the ancient Church,yer he is yn- 
doubtedly perſwaded that his Church is not bound by any | 
 neceſſitie to obſerve it.

From a ſmall beginning(as all men know)it grew | 
to ſuch greatnefle, that in former ages (and I wiſh it were 
not ſonow in many places)Chriſtian people haue put more 
confidence,and hope of preſent aide in Saints,then($ hor- 
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Sauivur,according to his never enough admired goodnefle 
and clemencie, doth invite miſerable ſinners with theſe 
[weete words of his Goſpell, Come vnto me allzow that are

endeuoured by the perucrſnes of their wit to fruſtrate this 


gracious inuitation : and painting Chrilt, who is our onely

| cifull, they would pertwade poore ſoules that there isno_ 
way to Chriſt but through the mediation of many Saints, | 
Moreouer, ſome others. haue openly taught, that our Sa- | 
uiour Chriſt hath reſerucd the ſereritie of m/tice vnto him + | 


ſclfe,but indulgence and mercie he hath granted to the bleſ- 


ſed Virgin. Apaine, how have they diſtributed offices, and |

die, and Legends, or rather impious, and doting fables(I 
ſpeake not of the true hiſtories of Martyrs) and ſuch vile | 
(tuffe, And yet further, as if it were not iniuric enough to | 
robbe Chriſtians of ſo neceſſaric and divine a booke, one. 
of your men hath turned all the Pſalmes to the honour of | 
| the bleſſed Virgin,attributing vnto her (as if there were no 
difference betwixtthe creature and the Creator) whatſve- | 


uer was prophecied concerning the onely Sonne of God, 
His excellent Maicſtie doth extoll the happinefle of the 
moſt glorious virgin mother of our Lord,affirming that ſhe 
1s elevated ynto the higheſt degree of honour, which God 
the Creator could impart to any humane creature : he re- 
toyceth alſo that the Church of England vypon ſer daies in 
F 2 the 
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tae yeere doth ſolemnize the honoured memoriec of that 
moſt blefſed Virgin: but rhe Sophiliers of thele times can 
by no cunning euer perſwade him to allow, or endure that 
Pſalter of our Ladie, For as touching Cardinall Belarmine,
